GENERAL INTRODUCTION 
TO THE LIBRARY. 

»JtHE Tanjoro MahfirSja Sorfoji’s Sarasvatl Mah&l Library, 
which is described by Dr. Burnell "to be perhaps the 
largest and most important in the world” and which Dr. Buhler 
says "contains a great many useful and a number of very rare or 
nearly unique books many of which are quite unknown or pro¬ 
curable only with great trouble and expense” was till recently the 
private property of the Rajas of Tanjore. 

The earliest beginnings of the Library must have been about 
the end of the 16th century when Tanjoro was under the rule of 
Telugu N&yakas, who collected Sanskrit Manuscripts written in 
Telugu character. In the 18th century the Mahariithas conquered 
the country and since that date the Library has been increasing. 
By far the greater portion of the collection was made by Serfoji 
during a visit to Benares during 1820—1830 f3ivaji, his successor 
added a few. There has practically been no addition of any value 
till very recent times. A good number of Sanskrit Manuscripts 
including rare and valuable manuscripts representing the collection 
of generations of a family of scholais, known as the “Jambunatha 
Bhat Lai?<3agai Collection” was added to tho Library in 1921. 

Regarding the origin and importance of this . collection, Dr. 
Hultxch has the following interesting information in "No. III. 
Reports on Sanskrit Manuscripts in Southern India”, edited by 
him in 1906 at Madras:— 
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“The manuscripts described in this Report belODg to Jambu- 
nitha bhatta.a M&ratha, Brahma^a at Tanjore, who is the eldest son 
of a certain Mannambhatta. He is a no mean Sanskrit Scholar and 
knows the whole Rgveda by heart. As ho is continually teaching 
the text of this sacred book to students, even hie blind daughter 
has learnd to recite portions of it. The existence of this Library 
was brought to my notice Mr. T. 8. Kuppuswami ffcstrl, of the 
Educational Department, wlio is favourably known to Sanskritiste 
by his paper on Ramabhadra Dlkfita. During my absence on 
furlough in Europe, my First Assistant, Mr. V. Venkayya, m.a., 
was deputed to Tanjore in order to catalogue Jambunatha’s collec¬ 
tion. He spent three months at this work, in which he received 
the valuable aid of Mr. Kuppuswami ffcstrl. Both the list and the 
extracts testify to the thoroughness and care with which he has 
accomplished his task. From his Annual Report on Epigraphy lor 
1898—90 I quote the following dotails about JambunStha’s collec¬ 
tion:— 

“He is the eldest of the three brothers and is descended from 
a family whose influence is reported to have been very great when 
the Mahratha Kingdom of Tanjore was in existence. When 
manuscripts were obtained for the Palace Library from Benares 
and other places in Northern India, the ancestors of JambunStha 
bha$ta appear to havo systematically used their influence to 
make their collection of Sanskrit works. This accounts for 
the existence in this collection of a large number of ancient 
manucripte evidently copied in Northern India. The texts wore 
transcribed by the members of the family, who appear to have 
been learned men. This according to the present owner of this 
Library, was how this collection came into existence. The manus¬ 
cript* are all written in NagarJ characters and on loose sheets of 
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paper. Hating been frequently handled by ignorant and careleea 
men the manuscripts became mixed np, and the owner, who 
despaired of restoring order among them, made them into bundles 
and tied them with cloth. About two years ago, Mr. KuppuswSmi 
f&etrl, to whom examinatian of Sanakrit manuscripts is a labour of 
love, prepared a tentative list of the contents of these bundles. 
When I went to Tanjore on the 2nd January, Jambunithabhatta 
showed me about one hundred of these bundles. A cursory inspec¬ 
tion of them satisfied mo that the Library was an important one 
and it should be carefully examined. This meant that not only 
should these works which were still complete be registerd in my 
list but that an attempt should also be made to put together pieces 
which, through careless handling, had got out of their places." 

In 1922, the Library received other valuble collections of 
rare interest, known as the "Kigalkar" and the "Patanga Ava- 
dhflta” collections. The former is about 169 and the latter, about 
100 years old. The collection made by the KSgalkar family of 
learuod Sanskrit Scholars of Tanjore especially vorsed in Sanskrit 
Grammar (WTIWtRJ contains the autograph copies made by some 
of them of the works composed by themselves and others. Its 
prominent feature is the collection of works on Sanskrit Grammar. 
The collection made by PatahgivadhQta whose descendants settled 
at Tiruvsflanarudur in Tanjore District contains a largo number 
of works on Vedanta and Bhakti Beth these 

collections comprise several Manuscripts which do not already 
exist in this Library. 

The attention of the Government of India, and through it, of 
the Government of Madras, was directed in 1868 to the importance 
of the examination, purchase or transcription of Sanskrit Manus- 



Ciipts in Indian Libraries and the framing of printed lists or 
catalogues of the same. (Proceedings of the Government of India 
in the Home Department (Public), No. 4338-48, dated Simla, 3rd 
November 1808). 

In respect of magnitude as well as the range of subjects dealt 
with, not to speak of the diversity of languages employed, the 
Tar.jore Library is probably second to none among Oriental 
Libraries in India. 

In December of the 9amc year, the Government of Madras 
asked Mr. Pickford, Professor of Sanskrit, to carry out the instruct¬ 
ions of the Government of India. He commenced to catalogue the 
manuscripts at Tanjore; but he fell seriously ill and had to return 
to Europe in March 1970 and never oame back to India. It is not 
known how much he had done as his unfinished catalogues could 
not be found. (Letter from the Professor of Sanskrit, Presidency 
College, Madras, to the Chief Seoretary to the Government of 
Madras, 22nd May 1870, and Letter No. 1500, dated Madras, 7th 
June 1877, from the Director of Public Intruction, Madras to the 
Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras). 

Thereupon Dr. Burnell, District and Sessions Judge, was 
appointed in G. 0. No. 71, dated 16th March 1871, to catalogue the 
Sanskrit Library at Tanjore. That learned scholar devoted a 
great deal of research and labour to the task and his catalogue which 
he styled “A Classified Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the 
Palace at Tanjore,” was published in three parts between 1878 and 
1880 in London. This is now the chief key to the huge Sanskrit 
collection in this Library. Bat unfortunately a great many manus* 
cripts, above 4,000, seem to have been omitted and his catalogue 
cannot be said to be complete. 



During the course of his preparation of the catalogue Dr. 
Burnell wrote to the Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras 
from.Bangalore on 6th August 1873 as follows:— 

“ It may perhaps be asked if the Library is worth the labour 
spent on it. I can answer unhesitatingly that it is. It is now a 
recognised fact that nearly all Sauskrit Works of importance exist 
in different recensions. The Tanjore Library is unrivalled in this 
respest; it contains several good manuscripts of all the most im¬ 
portant ones known as yet, including a few that are new. 

The Tanjore Library, however, contains additional manuscripts of 
most of the works which I had discovered elswhere, and this is a 
matter of great importance. 

I believe that this Library must sooner or later, eschoat to the 
Government. The preparation of this catalogue will therefore 
protect property of enormous value. Sanskrit Manuscripts have 
long been very dear and the cost of making proper transcripts is 
now very heavy. As far as I can judge, it would not bo possiblo 
to form a Collection like that at Tanjore at a loss coat than £50,000 
but many manuscripts are unquestionably unique.” 

The Tanjore Maharaja Serfoji’s Sarasvati Mahal Library is 
now a public library iu the full sense of that term, the Government 
of Madras, through the treasurer of Charitable Endowments, 
being responsible for its administration. The collection belonged 
to the reigning princes of Tanjore—the Mahratha Maharijas. 
When the last of them died leaving no direct male heir and after 
the death of the last surviving Raiji this collection together with 
the other properties formed the subject of litigation in civil courts. 
There was a rumour a few years ago that the collection had 
attracted the attention of some wealthy patrons of learning from 
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Overseas. Ana it would appear that arrangements were very nearly 
ready to sell the whole collection outright at an assessed value, when- 
public attention was focussed on certain remarks ot Dr. Burnell 
to the effect that “it would not be possible to form a collection like 
that at Tanjore at a less cost than £50,000“. The parties concern¬ 
ed had perforce to wake up and the deal was not immediately 
concluded. The public of Tanjore alio began to interest thomselves 
in the affair adequately. It was rightly considered as a question 
of national pride. The parties in 0. S. No. 26 of 1912 on the file 
of the Subordinate Judge of Tanjore agreed that it was eminently 
fit that the Library should be preserved and maintained as a Public 
Library in trust for the public and removed the Library and one 
lakh of rupeos to provide for its up-keep, from the subject-matter 
of the suit. The Government of Madras in G. O. No. 1806 Home 
(Education), dated 5th October 1918, accordingly took possession 
of the same under the Charitable Endowments Aot and havo 
framed a scheme for the management of the same. 

8ince the Library became a Public Trust there has been a 
marked improvement in tbe reception accorded to it by the public. 
Various liberal and generous-minded bonefaotors have come for¬ 
ward with magnanimous offers. The Library has been enriched 
with several very fine collections of manuscripts, every one of them 
rare, valuable and very interesting. The Kagalkar collection, Jambu- 
niitha Bha$ Laitfagai collection and the Patanga Avadhflta collec¬ 
tion-all these three alone number 2181 manuscripts. Besides 
these, the Tyigarija Svami collection which alone contains more 
than 1000 manuscripts; then the minor collections—the Subrah- 
ma?ya &atri collection, SubrahmaUya Rao collection, Rimacan- 
dra Ga&apat collection, Nllakantha &stri collection, DevaAaAkara 
Tawker collection, GopilakrfQa Davalekar collection, and Krfftji 



Mehta collection—all are of great and paramount importance. 

The manuscripts are either on palm leaf or on paper. They 
are of very different value and come from very different sources. 
A large collection of these are recent Nagarl copies of manuscripts 
in South Indian characters and are at least a oentury old. 

These manuscripts are in more than eleven distinct alphabets 
being from all parts of India. On the whole, one may easily say 
that the total number of manuscripts now in this Library is likely 
to exceed 30,000. 

A large number of original records belonging to the last 
reigning house of Tanjore which will be of very great importance 
for reconstructing the political and social history of the Mahrilha 
rule in Southern India has recently been transferred to the care of 
this Library from the Civil Court by order of the Judge. 

Besides these manuscripts there are also a number of books 
and Manuscripts in almost all the Indian and European languages 
and on almost all branches of human knowledge. Special mention 
may here be made of the books and manuscripts in Tolugu, Tamil, 
Mahrfifhi and English on account of their number and importance. 

Dr. Burnell issued, what he modestly styled, “A classified 
Index to the Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Palace at Tanjore,” 
between 1878 and 1880. Between 1880 and 1918 for very nearly 
forty years, the Library has been the victim of many an outrage. 
Those who were in possession gave out on loan very many manus¬ 
cripts which were never returned. And many more somehow or 
other, found themselves into Libraries other than at Tanjore. Dr. 
Burnell's Catalogue is very usful to us to trace out lost manuscripts 
which are never likely to come back to us. Qat losses are 
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probably far more: for even Dr. Burnell's admirable catalogue was 
by no moans a complete catalogue of all that existed. For, where 
he mentions a single work i.’i a bundle, we are able today to trace 
two or more works in the same bundle. 

The Committee appointed by the Government of Madras took 
charge early in 1010 . biuce then, they have been busily pushing 
forward the works of revising and perparing a fresh catalogue of all 
the works now in the Library according to the latest scientific 
methods. Each work is described in detail in a card-index-form 
which contains all the necossary particulars. 

In 1920 a Catalogue of printed books in Fronch, Latin, Italian 
and Greek was published. In 1926 three volumos of a Catalogue 
of Tamil Manuscripts in the Library were published. From the 
years 1921 a Catalogue of Mahrathi Mss. and books of this 
Library was being prepared; the first Volume has been pub¬ 
lished recently. Those arc now on sale and can be had from the 
Secretary of the Library. 

The Administrative Committee of the Library approached 
the Government of Madras, year after year with the request for a 
special grant to enable them to prepare and publish a descriptive 
catalogue of the Sanskrit Manuscripts in this Library. In their 
G. 0. No. Mis. 668 Dated Uth April 1927, the Government of 
Madras were pleased to allot the necessary funds for a three-year 
progvamme for carrying out the loug delayed desire of the Com¬ 
mittee. The work of cataloguing and 'printing has since been 
pushed forward with great rapidity.

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GENERAL SCHEME 

OF THE 

DESCRIPTIVE CATALOGUE. 

Dr. Burnell issued " a Classified Index of the Sanskrit Mss.-in 
the Palace at Tanjore ° in three parts between 1878-1880 and 
noticed briefly 12,876 Mss. At present the Library possesses 
nearly 26,000 Sanskrit Mss. The present Descriptive Catalogue 
is expected to furnish detailed notices regarding all the 26,000 
Sanskrit Mss. When the scheme of a descriptive catalogue of the 
Sanskrit Mss. in the Tanjore Palace Library, Tanjore was first 
discussed, I expected that the whole catalogue may not exceed 
6000 pages of printed matter. But the experience of the last two 
years shows that the Descriptive Catalogue would easily exceed 
10,000 pages; As the Government Grant sanctioned in G. O, No. 
Mis. B03 dated 9th April 1927 contemplates only a three-year 
programme ending with 31st March 1930 for a catalogue estimated 
to extend over approximately 6,000 pages, I have to set forth in 
detail the scheme which is proposed to serve as a guide for the 
Sanskrit Mss. contained in this Library. 

The 26,000 Sanskrit Mss. of this Library may be roughly 
classified under the following heads:—

VOLUME I. 

Volume I describes in detail the Sarphit&s cf the four Vedas 
and the bhSfyas thereon. There are 595 Mss. dealing with the 
Saiphitas of the Four Vedas. Along with the Rg-Vedasarphiti 
the Rg-Vedic Miscellaneous Suktas, the Rg-Vodasaiphitanukra- 
niapikits and IJg-Vedapadapathas are also noticed. Similarly, along 
with the Slmavedasaiphitu, the 8imavedapadapathas, the Sima- 
vedag&nas and their Anukramapikis are described. After the 
Satphitis of the four Vedas the Saiphitabkafyas (Nos. 597-697) 
are noticed. This completes Volume I. 

VOLUME II. 

The Second Volume begins with the Brihmapas belonging to 
the various Vedas. Nos. 698-828 describe the Brihmapas. The 
Brahmapabhafyas are then noticed (Nos. 829-859). After the 
various Brihmapabhifyas, the Arapyakas are described (Nos. 860 
-898). The Upanifads are then dealt with (Nos. 899-1420). They 
are classified according to the Veda to which they are attached as 
is described in detail in the Muktikopaoifad. Those that are not 
mentioned in the Muktikopaniaad are grouped under the genoral 
hoading ‘Miscellaneous Upanifads’. Nos. 1421-1426 deal with a 
few Miscellaneous items belonging to the Brihmapas and Upani- 
fads. Here ends the Second Volume. 

VOLUME III. 

The Third Volume begins with the Bhifvas on the Upanifads 
(Nos. 1427-1677). To make the BhSfyas more intelligible from the 
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point of view of a student of Philosophy, these have been classified 
according to the schools of Philosophy to which the commen¬ 
tators belonged. Nos 1427-1559 describe the Upanigadbhasyas 
belonging to the Advaita school, Nos. 1570-1673 to the Dvaita 
school and Nos. 1674-1677 to the Vi$iat»dvaita school. 

The Vedangas are next taken up. The Mss. on Sikes, Chandas, 
Nirukta and Jyautiaa (Nos. 1678 -1723) are described. These are 
followed by the Mss. on Vedalakeaija more particularly comprised 
by Vedic grammar including Pr5ti$akhya and other subsidiary 
texts (Nos. 1724-1816). Nos. 1817-1942 contain notices of Mss. 
belonging to the subject-matter described in Volumes I-III, in 
the form of a Supplement, as these were detected too late for 
incorporation earlier. Here ends the Third Volume. 

At the end of the Third Volume several Indices are added. 
For such indices, Volumes I—III are treated as a whole. The 
indices deal alphabetically with ‘ Names of Authors , Owners of mss., 
Scribes of mss. and Names of llbr/w. 

VOLUME IV. 

Volume IV describes in detail Srauta- Sutras, Bhasyas thereon 
and a portion of 3rauta Prayogas. Nos. 1943—2028 describe the 
various Srautasutras belonging to the first three Vedas. The 
Srautasutrabhaayas are then noticed in detail (Nos. 2029—2072). 
These are followed by Mss. on Srautaprayoga (Nos. 2078-2356) 
chiefly dealing with the seven Haviryajfiasamsthis and their 
accessories. These are the Adhana, Agnihotra, the Anvaram- 
bhanlyS, the Dar6apuri?amasa, the Agrayaija, the Pii?<Japitryajna, 
the CSturmasya, the NirudhapaSubandha and the SauiramapI 
sacrifices. Under each of these, the Mss. belonging to the Bg- 
III _ 
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Veda are first noticed ; then come those belonging to 8Smaveda 
and Yajur-Veda, respectively. 

VOLUME V. 

Volume V describes in detail the manuscripts on drauta 
Prayoga, numbering 420. (Nos. 2357—2776). The Volume begins 
with the description of the seven Soma Samtthas (i.e.,) Agniitoma, 
Atyagnistoma Ukthya, Atiratra, $oda6i, Aptoryama and Vajapeya. 
The manuscripts dealing with each of these samsthas completely 
are first described in detail. At the end of each complete saipstha, 
the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga relating to individual 
Etviks are described. 

The manuscripts described belong to the three schools of 
Aivalayana, Apastamba and Bodhayana. 

Independent works on Srauta, dealing with the various schools 
find a place next to the manuscripts dealing with the prayoga 
relating to individual Etviks. These are followed by the descrip¬ 
tion of certain metrical works, technically called f$rauta Karikas. 
They summarise the procedure to be adopted in the performance 
of the various sacrifices. 

Manuscripts dealing with the expiatory ceremonies (PrayaS- 
cittas) are dealt with next. Most of these expiatory ceremonies 
are, it may be observed, in the form of istis. Other miscellaneous 
isti-prayogas are described in detail after the priyaicittas. The 
volume concludes with the description of the manuscripts dealing 
with the various dastras. 

It is proposed to reserve the notices of the Mss. on Gfhya 
Sutras, Bhafyas and prayogas, Dharma Sutras, bhifyas and 
prayogas, DharmaSastra, ItihiBa and Purina to a future occasion 



when a second instalment of Government Grant for the publication 
of the continuation of the Descriptive Catalogue is sanctioned. 

To give an idea of the treasures of this Library in the domain 
of Post-Vedic Literature, it is proposed to take up some of the 
more important sections of classical Sanskrit Literature in 
Volumes VI—IX. Volumes VI and VII will describe in detail 
the Mss. on Kavyas ; Volume VIII on Natakas and Volume IX 
on Alahkara, Chandas and Ko6a. 

To publish the description of the remaining Mss. on Vedic 
and post-vedic Literature in this Library, it is estimated that at 
least 10 more Volumes of 500 pages each will be required. It is 
hoped to undertake this work during the next triennium from 
1930 onwards after the necessary funds are sanctioned by Govern¬ 
ment.

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PREFACE

CONTENTS OF VOLS. IV—V. 

IJ1HE hymns of the Vedic Sarahitas were mainly intended for 
being recited in the sacrifices in certain cases and in certain 
other cases they were descriptions of the methods of performance 
relating to the several acts to be performed in the sacrifices. 
These methods and the rules regulating the procedure were hand¬ 
ed down by oral tradition. A need was felt to preserve them in 
tact and consequently various seers began to sit at them and 
codify the rules relating to the procedure. The BrShmaijas and 
the Aragyakas were of immense use to them in the preparation of 
the codes of procedure. A comparison of these codes with the 
respective Brahmanas of the Sakha to which the sutia belongs will 
convince anybody of the truth of this statement. The Mvalayana- 
6rauta sutra is mainly based on the Aitareya Ara^yaka ; the 
fSankhavana &rauta on the fSinkhiyana AraQyaka and so on. 
Thus, in one sense, the ^rautasutras are the natural outcome of 
the BrahmaQa literature. 

The 3rautasutras are many in number; many of them are 
lost now, though some are still available. Some have been printed 
and a few others still remain only in manuscript. The Tanjore 
library contains some of the most important of the SrautasOtras. 

iaVALAYANASRAUTASUTRA. 

Nos. 1943-1957 describe the manuscripts on A4valiyana6rauta- 
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BUtra. This belongs to the TJg-Veda and ASvalayana is the reputed 
author o{ the Srauta&Jtra, which forms a portiom of the ASvala- 
yanakaipasutra. Aivalayana is supposed to be the author of the 
4t,h and 5th arapyakas of the Aitareyn Aranyaka. This may perhaps 
suggest the reason regarding the close affinity between the Aran- 
yaka and the 3rautasutras. Both in the Bibliotheca Indica and 
the Ananda^arma Sanskrit Series this work has been published. 

SAN KHAYAN ASRAUTASUT R A. 

This is another ^rautasutra belonging to the Rg-Veda. (No. 
1958.) The work has been edited by Dr. Alfred Hillebrandt in 
tbe Bibliotheca Indic3. Its relation to the SaiikhSyana Aranyaka 
has been referred to above. 

drahyayanaSrautasutra. 

Nos. 1959-1963 describe this 3rautasutra, which belongs to 
the S5ma Veda. This too has been printed in the Bibliotheca 
Indica. The Tandyabrahmana is the Vedic work upon which this 
is based to a large extent. 

APASTAMBASrAU l’A SUTRA. 

This sutra is described in Nob. 1971-1984. This sutra belongs 
to the Taittirlya&ikha of the Kfanayajurveda. Dr. Oldenberg, in 
his introduction to the translation of the Apastambadharmasutras 
has fully discussed the date of Apastainba. He comes to the con¬ 
clusion that he should have nourished prior to the Christian era. 

bodhayanaSkautasutra. 

Nob. 1984-2026 describe the Bodhayanasutras. Bodhayana 
is held to be older than Apastamba, who is said to have sum - 
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marised and simplified the work of the former. Dr. Caland has 
published this in the Bibliotheca Indica series in 3 Volumes. 

BHARADVAJA SRAUTA SUTRA. 

This is one of those ^rauta Sutras that have not been pub¬ 
lished yet. No. 2027 describes a copy of the Bharadvaja Srautft 
Sutra in 15 PraAnas. This also belongs to the TaittirivaSakha 
of the Kjana Yajuryeda. 

KATYAYANA SRAUTA SUTRA. 

No. 2028 describes a copy of this work. It belongs to Sukla- 
Yajurveda. The copy described is incomplete. This Kiityayaua 
is regarded as the same as the famous author of the V5rtika9 on 
Panini Sutras. If this is so, the work may be definitely dated 
about the fourth or even the fifth century of the pre-Christian 


COMMENTARIES ON THE SilAUTASUTKAS. 
aSvalayana&rauta, 

There are three dillerent commentaries on the AAvalayana- 
Srauta—(he.,) that of Siddhantin, Narayapa and SadguruSisya. 
Of these, the commentary of Siddhantiu is represented by a 
single copy (No. 2029.); that of Nirayspa, by 9 copies (Nos. 
2030—2037) and that of Sadguru&eva by *2 copies (Nos. 2038 and 
39). The commentary of Narayapa alone has been published 
so far. Who this Narayapa is, where and whea he flourished are 
all points which have not yet been settled. 

The commentary of Siddhantin is a rare work. Copies of it 
are rare. Little is known about the nativity of the author. The 
name may suggest an Andhra origin to the author. The Tanjora 
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copy was written in 1586 A. D., and therefore the work should be 
much older. What his exact date is, we cannot say now. 

Much has been recently written about Sa$guru6iaya and his 
date. In the Introduction to Volume III of the Descriptive 
catalogue of Sanskrit Manuscripts in the Tanjore Library atten¬ 
tion has been drawn to some of the particulars that are known of 
Sa<Jguru£i*ya. His commentary on the A6valiyaua6rauta has not 
yet come out in print. 

SIn khayanaSrauta . 

Narayaija’s commentary alone is found in this library. It is 
very likely that this Narayaga is the same as the commentator on 
the ASvalayanaSrautasutra. This Ms. (No. 2040) is dated 1529 
Samvat (14?2 A.D.) It is very likely that it is the date of the 
copying of the work and not that of the author. At any rate, it 
suggests the lower limit of Nirayaga. 

drahyayanaSrauta. 

The Drahyayanafirauta of the Samavedins has been already 
bublished with the commentary of Dhanvin, This Dhanvin 
belonged to the KaSyapagotra and he has termed his commentary 
—Dlpa, which kind of nomenclative is rarely met with In ancient 
commentaries. No. 2041 describes a copy of this work. 

latyayanaSrauta. 

Agnisvamin has commented upon the Latvayana^rauta and 
No. 2042 describes that work. This too has been printed already 
in the Biblotheca Indica, Calcutta. 

It may be observed here that the sutra text of the Latyayana 
and Drahyayana f$rauta agree closely, though the commentary of 
Agni&vamin and that of Dhanvin differ very much from each other 
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apastambaSrauta. 

Several writers have commented upon this 6Utra. It is worthy 
of note that many of the commentators did not comment upon 
the whole but only in parts. Complete commentaries are very few. 

Rudradatta, Cauaflapacarya, Dhurtasvamin, Karvindasvamin, 
Kapardisvamin, and SundararSja, are some of the commentators 
whose works are preserved here. The commentary of Rudradatta, 
whom tradition identifies with Haradatta, has already been pub¬ 
lished in the Bibliotheca Indica ; Dhurtasvamin’s ParibbaSa and 
Kapardin’s ParibhiUa too have been printed. The rest are not 
available in print. Of the others, Caufldapacarya is known to have 
lived in the court of the Vijayanagar Kings (First dynasty.) 

bodhayanaSrauta. 

Bhavasvamin, Sayaijacarya, Mahadevavajapeyin, Baiadfksita, 
Vasudeva Dlkaita, VenkateSvaradiksita, Gopala, Dvarakanatha- 
yajvan etc., have commented upon the Bodhayana6rautasutra. 
Of these Bhavasvamin’6 is by far the oldest. Dr. Burnell conjec¬ 
tures that he might have been living in the 8th century or there¬ 
abouts, but without very strong reasons. Sayaga, we all know, 
was living in Vijayanagara between 1320—J380 A.D. Mahadeva, 
Baladlkfita, Vasudeva Dlkaita and VenkafceSvardlksita were 
proteges of the Tanjore Court and were the best pandits of those 
days. Vasudeva Dlkaita is the author of the famous Balamano- 
tama. Venkate^vara Dlkaita was the teacher of Nllakagtba Diksita. 
Nos. 2058—2071 describe these commentaries on the Bodhaya- 
na^rauta. 

hiranyake&Srauta. 

No. 2072 describes the commentary of V5iiche$vara on the 
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Hiraijyake$isutra. Of late, it has been taken up for publication 
in tbe AnandaSrama Sanskrit Series and has been nearly printed 
off. The author is the great-grandson of the author of the Mahiga- 
Aataka, who is another VaucheSvara. The work was begun in Saka 
1788 or A. D. 1816. 

Among the independent works on Srauta special mention 
may be made of the works of Talavrntanivasin, S»yai?a and other 
writers. 

TALAVRNTANIVASIN. 

There is some slight discrepency in the spelling of this name. 
Most manuscripts give the name as Talavrntanivasin, where¬ 
as one manuscript gives it as Talabrndanivasin. (No. 2586.) The 
difference may be taken to be, in ordinary cases like this, due to 
sociptorial errors; but this particular instance seems to fall outside 
the scope of those errors. Perhaps the name ought to be pronounc¬ 
ed Talabpnda, meaning a place like Pananku<Ji or something similar 
to that. Nos. 2574—2598 with the exception of No. 2578 deal 
with Talavrntanivasin’s works. He is otherwise known as Afltfa- 
pillai or Ap^apillaySr. He was evidently a south Indian and 
Antjapillyar is the titular deity in Panahkudi near Kumbhakonam. 

Sayafla, the famous commentator on the Vedas, is known to 
have been a master in the S$raufcavidy5 through a number of books. 
Hi6 commentary on the BodhSyana^rauta has been referred to 
already. His Yajiiatankasudhanidhi—is a work of rare merit. 
Nos. 2599—2603 deal with that work. 

Ke^avasvamin is a well known figure in 3rauta literature and 
his works are represented by Nos. 2604—2611. Who this Ke&ava- 
svamin i6, we are not very certain. A Kesavasvamin, as the

author of the NanSrthai'ijavasaipkiepa is familiar to us and he 
was the contemporary of Kulottunga Cola. Is this writer the 
same as that KeSavasvamin.V 

Mahadevavajapeyin was a scion of the Tanjore Court and 
his works are met with only here. He was the Adhvaryu in the 
Yajnas of Tryambakarayamakhin, the famous minister of Shahaji 
(1684-1710 A. D.) Nos. 2612—2618 represent his works.
